GEORGE HENRY PRICE, Associate Professor 
of Philosophy, died Wednesday, April 21, 
after a lengthy illness. 

Professor Price, 60, was born in Ebbw 
Vale, South Wales, and educated at the 
University of Wales, where he obtained 
bachelor’s degrees in Arts and Divinity and 
a master’s degree in Arts. 

From 1939 to 1947 he served as chaplain 
in the British army, and from 1947 until 
his emigration to Canada in 1964 he served 
as a clergyman in Wales. 

Professor Price joined the Department of 
Philosophy in 1964. He was active in the 
promotion of religious studies and was an

primarily in watershed management and 
forest hydrology. 

As the first full time appointment to the 
staff of the Department of Forest Science, 
Dr. Schultz will be responsible for the 
development of the department in addition 
to having teaching and research responsibilities.

LABORATORY ANIMAL SERVICES 
REORGANIZED 


Effective April 1, 1971, Laboratory 
Animal Services has been reorganized as 
directed by General Faculties Council -and 
the Board of Governors. Three services 
have been established to serve the animal 
research needs of The University of Alberta. 

BioScience Animal Service is charged with 
all aspects of requisition, maintenance, and 
use of animals in the Faculty of Science and 
related Faculties. 

Health Sciences Animal Service handles 
all aspects of requisition, maintenance, and 
use of animals in the Health Sciences and 
related Faculties. 

Laboratory Animal Breeding Service and 
Central Service will continue to develop 
laboratory animal breeding colonies and 
carry the functions of central purchasing of 
animals, feed, bedding and cages for the 
University. Colonies now established in the 
program include C57B1, CBA, BALB/c, 
ALAS, and DBA2 mice; Sprague Dawley 
rats; Golden hamsters; random bred, Chase, 
Strain 13 and Strain 2 Guinea pigs; Dutch 
and San Juan rabbits; and Coturnix quail. 

Although the Faculty of Agriculture 
remains separate, small animals may be 
provided or maintained for that faculty by 
these services on request.

GENERAL FACULTIES COUNCIL 


The Report of the Joint Committee of the 
General Faculties Council and the Association 
of the Academic Staff of The University of 
Alberta on Procedures for Amending the 
Faculty Handbook was submitted to a 
special meeting of the General Faculties 
Council on April 23, 1971.

CONSTRUCTION REPORT 


The Monthly Progress Report of the Campus 
Development Office for April 15 lists Arts II, 
the Humanities Centre, as 3 per cent complete. 
A concrete batching plant has been erected 
on the site at Saskatchewan Drive and 112 
Street, pile driving is underway, and the 
basement and tunnel are being excavated. All - 
trees within the hoarding have been protected 
by the Department of Physical Plant. 

The Basic Medical Sciences Building is 
about two-thirds finished and progressing 
well, although it is slightly behind its revised 
completion schedule of November 30 this year. 

Car Park II is 74 per cent complete and 
approximately 400 parking stalls are available 
for use. The project has been delayed by an 
unusually severe winter for construction and by 
problems with post tensioning steel. 

Engineering Centre II is 5 per cent complete 
and progressing on schedule. Pile driving is 
80 per cent complete. The building is expected 
to be finished in the summer of 1972. 

The Law Centre is 82 per cent complete, 
with the concrete pouring almost finished. 
Mechanical and electrical work is under way 
in the north portion of the building. 

Rutherford Library II, phase I, is tendering 
now, and Education II, phase I, will go out to 
tender in June.

The Transplantation Immunology 
Laboratory of The University of Alberta 
Hospital is looking for subjects to participate 
in research directed towards finding a rapid 
technique to evaluate the compatibility 
between donor and recipient in organ 
transplants.
